criticized 
the 


action as a severe blow to the 
nation's “ continued leadership 
in the aerospace industry.” 
Within hours after the Senate 
voted to stop spending govern­ 
ment money on two prototypes 
of the SST, firms connected 
with

announcing layoffs that may 
total 
14,000 
and 
Nixon 
promised he would not allow 
the 
“ setback” 
to

A m e r i c a ’s

Egypt gets 
additional 
USSR aid?

The Soviet Union has recently 
supplied F]gypt with additional large 
quantities of war materiel including 
electronic air warfare equipment 
and sophisticated SAM3 antiaircraft 
missiles to protect the vulnerable 
Nile Valley from Cairo to Aswan, 
informed 
sources said today in 
Cairo. 
The 
reports coincided with a 
series of warlike statements by 
Egyptian government 
and other 
officials that Egypt was prepared to 
resume the conflict with Israel if 
necessary. Egypt, Israel and Jordan 
were disclosed to have carried out 
large scale military maneuvers in 
recent days to prepare for such a 
contingency. 
UPI 
correspondent 
Peter 
D. 
Lynch 
reported today from the 
Israeli side of the Suez'Canal that if 
the Egyptians were preparing to 
renew hostilities there was no sign 
of It. He quoted military officials as 
dismissing the spate of Egyptian 
threats as a “ war of nerves.” 
At the same time, Egypt was 
launching 
a 
major 
diplomatic 
initiative to get the stalled peace 
talks going again. F'oreign Minister 
Mahmoud Riad flies to Paris F’riday 
where he will meet Dr. Mohammed 
Hassan A1 Zayyat, the F3gyptian 
ambassador to the United Nations, 
and 
Ashraf 
Ghorbal, 
Egypt’s 
representative in Washington. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers was reported in Cairo to 
have briefed Ghorbal Wednesday on 
the 
U.S. 
Middle 
F]ast 
position. 
Rogers, at the invitation of U.S. 
Senate leaders will give a similar 
briefing to all members of the 
Senate this afternoon.

Guindi reported from Cairo that the 
Soviet Union in recent weeks had

government He said the idea was to 
organize around goals. 
“ When government is organized 
by goals, then we can fairly expect 
that it will pay more attention to 
results 
and 
less 
attention 
to 
procedures,” the President said 
“ Then the success of government 
will at last be clearly linked to the 
things that happen in society rather 
than the things that happen in 
government."

He takes care of the Cakehikels 
Your Birthday

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
The stocky, blond man gaped 
at the towering buildings in 
midtown Ma n h a t t a n At­ 
tache case in hand, he waved 
with pseudo aplomb as he 
set out for a televised inter­ 
view. 
Dr. Carroll Behrhorst was 
in New York to seek help 
needed for his work among 
the Cakchikel Maya Indians 
in Guatemala. And the way 
had been paved for him by- 
author Edwin Barton who 
made Behrhorst and his In­ 
dians known across the coun­ 
try in his book enti tl ed. 
"Physician to the Mayas.” 
Behrhorst, a 
successful 
physician in Winfield, Kan . 
went to Guatemala in 1959 
as a medical missionary. To 
gain the trust of the Indians, 
he literally became part of 
the scenery, sitting every 
day on a park bench, making 
no overtures unless the chil­ 
dren came to him And it 
took two months of sitting 
before he gained even a toe­ 
hold. But once accepted, the 
C a k e h i k e l s let him treat 
their sick and he became 
part of their village. 
"When my assigned time 
was up as a missionary of 
the church, I went back to 
Kansas," he said, "to see if 
money could be raised to 
make it possible to establish 
a permanent clinic for the 
Indians. It couldn't. So I de­ 
cided to try it on my own." 
He moved his wife and 
children to Guatemala City, 
rolled up his sleeves and 
went to work in the nearby 
v i l l a g e of Chimaltenango 
With his own money and 
what little he took in as pa­ 
tient fees (hospital charges 
are 50 cents a day, including 
medicines) he established a 
clinic, hospital and commu­ 
nity health and agneultural- 
nutrition programs. 
"When I went to Guate-

mala in ’59 as a medical 
missionary," Behrhorst remi­ 
nisced, "the Cakehikels were 
distrustful of the white man 
And we were going about 
trying to help them in the 
wrong way. 
"Their thinking is so dif­ 
ferent from ours and until 
you can think in their terms, 
you can’t i d e n t i f y with 
them." 
When the doct or went 
hack to Guatemala in 1962, 
he went as a physician and 
not as a missionary. 
"One reason missionaries 
often fail to make friends of 
the Indians," he said, "is 
that the Indian has tremen­ 
dous dignity and self-respect. 
"The very teaching of the 
organized church makes you 


debase yoursell, start at the 
bottom, consider yourself a 
worm who must climb up 
the ladder Whereas actually 
a human being starts in the 
middle and can go up or 
down It s up to him. You 
must have self love before 
you can believe you can help 
others." 


On his first trip to Guate­ 
mala, Dr. Behrhorst learned 
that the Indians shunned 
the free government hospi­ 
tals because their families 
couldn't stay t her e with 
them and because they 
didn’t want charity In the 
Behrhorst hospital, families 
bring bedding, supply food 
and help take care of the pa­ 
tient And the fact that they 
are permitted to pay, how- 


ever little, adds to their 
trust 
Toda> the B e h r h o r s t 
Clinic employs many Indians 
as nurses and medical assist­ 
ants—all trained by the doc­ 
tor, He works an 18-hour day 
but sees his children more 
often than he did in Kansas. 
"They’re in and out of the 
clinic all the time," he ad­ 
mitted 
During his first year of 
practice in Gautemala he 
saw that the health needs ol 
the Indians ran much deeper 
than the need for modern 
medicine. "It isn't right," he 
said, "to save a baby's life 
with penicillin and then to 
see him starve two years 
later from pr ot ei n defi­ 
ciency" 
So he brought in an agri­ 
cultural exper t and pro­ 
ceeded to teach the Indians 
to grow protein-rich food. 
His achievements became 
widely known and he is now- 
being helped by members of 
the Peace Corps, the Ameri­ 
can Friends Service Volun­ 
teers and medical students 
who come to help and learn 
"In 1965,” said aut hor 
Barton, who is Director of 
Student Activities at Colum­ 
bia University Co l l ege ol 
Physicians and Surgeons, "1 
went down there and had to 
wait four hours to see him 
to find out if I could get 
some of our students down 
to work with him. But if his 
kids need anything, the pa­ 
tients wait " The clinic now 
treats over 30,000 patients. 
When his park-bench vigil 
became lonely and long. 
Behrhorst often doubted the 
outcome. "Then I would re­ 
member how Alfred Schweit­ 
zer had to wai t for six 
months to get the first Afri­ 
can woman to have her baby 
in his hospital. And a few 
months of waiting seemed 
insignificant."

A total of 94 condemned 
prisoners, 
including 
one 
woman, are plain evidence 
that while the higher courts 
are 
not 
affirming 
death 
penalties, lower court juries 
are still imposing them. 


T h e 
n a t i o n w i d e 
moratorium on the death 
penalty is expected to be 
decided 
when

Supreme Court finally acts 
on several capital cases. 
Their outcome could affect 
more than 550 condemned 
persons 
throughout 
the 
country.

Chicken researchers 
learn about cancer

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.— 
(NEA)—Scientists in a pri­ 
vate 
laboratory 
here 
are 
doing research on chickens 
and other small animals in 
order to gain a greater un­ 
derstanding of the causes— 
and possible cures of human 
cancer. 
Current cancer treatments 
center around removing or 
killing cancerous t u m o r s 
with surgery, drugs or radi­ 
ation. 
But, working on the theory 
that some or all human can­ 
cers may be caused by vi­ 
ruses, Dr. Vincent Groupe 
and his staff at Life Sciences 
Incorporated (LSI) are con­ 
ducting e x p e r i m e n t s de­ 
signed to overcome the can­ 
cer virus rather than merely 
eliminating its results—can­ 
cerous tumors. 
Viruses are known to cause 
cancer in animals but there 
is still no proof that these, 
the tiniest of living particles, 
cause the disease in humans. 
It is thought that perhaps ir­ 
ritation by drugs or radi­ 
ation, 
for 
example, 
may 
trigger dormant viruses and 
thus set off a reaction that 
ultimately results in can­ 
cerous growth. 
Dr. R i c h a r d Donovick. 
LSI re.searcher, explains that 
since it is obviously imprac­ 
tical to do basic cancer ex­ 
perimentation in man. “you 
take the nearest biological 
model to man for a specific 
disease.” 
He 
explains 
that 
every 
vertebrate species has es­ 
sentially the same diseases 
as man. “There are some 
differences, of course, but 
they are relatively minor,” 
he says 
“The object is to 
find an animal that has a 
disease that will mimic, as 
nearly as possible, a similar 
disease in man. 
“This has to be tempered 
with several factors, such as 
the time required for the 
disease to develop And the 
animal has to be practical to 
keep in the laboratory ” 
One model that Dr. Dono­ 
vick is using in his work is a 
disease in chickens called 
Rous 
sarcoma 
Rous 
sar­ 
coma, a type of cancer, has 
been found to be caused by 
a virus and, he says, “ is a 
dead ringer for Hodgkins dis­ 
ease in man.” 


The scientists are screen­ 
ing a large number of chem i­ 
cals in the hope of finding a 
few that show promise to­ 
ward killing or inhibiting the 
growth of the Rous sarcoma 
virus. They are hampered by 
the fact that they are main­ 
ly 
a 
biological 
laboratory 
and as such do not have ac­ 
cess to the myriad of avail­ 
able substances that are con­ 
stantly being discovered by 
chemists. 


It is possible that an ob­ 
scure dye or other chemical 
substance will prove to be 
the virus-killing drug they 
seek. Thus the scientists here 
are anxious to collaborate 
with companies that have 
large 
numbers 
of 
varied 
chemicals available. 


(TIK'KE.NS RAISFI) in ultra-clean cubicles are used 
as research tools in man’s fight against some forms of 
cancer. 


The Rous sarcoma virus 
causes a .solid tumor but LSI 
researchers are also work­ 
ing on the leukoses — blood 
cancers, such as human leu­ 
kemia. 


One model for the study of 
these blood cancers is Ma- 
rek’s disease in chickens .A 
major economic problem for 
the poultry industry, Marek’s 
disease resembles a form of 
human leukemia called Bur- 
ket’s Lymphoma. 


The virus thought to be as­ 
sociated with the disease has 
been seen but not yet iso­ 
lated. LSI is working under 
a National (’ancer Institute 


grant to “isolate and char­ 
acterize the virus that causes 
Marek’s 
d i s e a s e,” 
Dr 
Groupe says. 


In recent weeks the United 
States Department of Agri­ 
culture has announced the 
licensing of a vaccine that 
protects chickens against the 
development of tumors asso­ 
ciated with Marek’s disease. 
Scientists 
h e r e 
continue 
study of the disease and vi­ 
ruses associated with it in 
the hope of applying knowl­ 
edge gained in this area to 
human cancer research.

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Twin slugger has 487 homers 
Kansas coach irked as Wooden 
Killebrew stalks Ruth's record sits in on dome practice 
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ORLANDO, Fla.—(NEA)— 
It was the first day of spring 
training and Harmon Kille­ 
brew reported to the Twins’ 
c a m p 
in 
Orlando, 
Fla., 
weighing 210. 
four pounds 
less than at the end of the 
1970 season. “ I’m in great 
shape, for the shape I’m in,’’ 
he said. 
He is 34 years old, now. He 
is bald and his sideburns are 
almost completely gray. He 
is heavyset and, sitting on a 
metal folding chair in front 
of his clubhouse locker, he 
looked more like a coach. 


Still, he is powerful and 
his knees aren’t giving him 
pain. He indeed is in great 
shape for the start of his 
15th full season in the major 
leagues. 


He is in great shape in a 
non-physical sense, too. He is 
on the verge of becoming one 
of the greatest home-run hit­ 
ters in baseball history, per­ 
haps the greatest, but says 
he is unaware of it. 
His statistics are as im­ 
pressive as one of his tower­ 
ing blasts over an outfield 
fence. He ranks second only 
to Babe Ruth as the most 
consistent home run hitter 
in history. He is the leading 
active slugger in the Ameri­ 
can League with 487 homers 
and needs only seven more 
to pass Lou Gehrig and move 
into 10th place among the 
gam e’s all-time home run 
hitters. 
Also within his reach this 
season 
are 
Ernie 
Banks 
(509)., Mel Ott (511). Eddie 
Mathews (512) and Ted Wil­ 
liams (521). Should he have 
a very successful season and 
hit 50 homers for the first 
time in his career (he hit 49 
twice and 48 once), he would 
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Harmon Killebrew 


pass Jim m ie Foxx (534) and 
Mickey 
Mantle 
(536) 
and 
move into fourth place be­ 
hind Ruth (714), Willie Mays 
(628) and Hank Aaron (592). 
He was asked if reaching 
500 homers would have any 
special meaning. 


“No, not really,’’ he said. 
“Oh, it will be nice to reach 
that figure, don’t misunder­ 
stand. But it’s not something 
I’ve been aiming at for a 
long tim e.” 


Then it was pointed out he 
needs seven homers to pass 
Gehrig. 
“ I didn’t know that,” he 
said. “ To tell you the truth, 
I couldn’t tell you what place 
on the list I’m in, or who is 
ahead of me." 
He remembers few of his 
homers. 
“ I remember my first in 
the major leagues,” he said. 
“ It was in June 1955, and it 
was in the old Griffith Sta­ 


dium in Washington against 
Billy Hoeft of Detroit. 
“ I remember one in D e­ 
troit, too. I c a n ’t remember 
the year, but it was against 
Jim Bunning and it cleared 
the left-field roof.” 
What Killebrew failed to 
mention was that he became 
the first man to ever clear 
that double-decked portion of 
Tiger Stadium. 
“ I recall the two in All- 
Star games and the one in 
the World Series,” he con­ 
tinued “But none of the oth­ 
ers stick out.” 
With 
Mays 
a n d 
Banks 
reaching 40 and Aaron 37. 
the players with a chance to 
tie Ruth’s 714 homers are 
running out of time. 
How 
much more time is there for 
Killebrew? 
"Why does everyone ask 
how much longer I’ll play?” 
he asked. “ It makes me feel 
old. 
“ I think Aaron has the best 
chance to catch Ruth. To me. 
he is the best hitter in base­ 
ball today. He has a smooth 
swing and uses his wrists a 
lot. I think he’ll be able to 
hit home runs for a long 
tim e.” 
At age, 35, Ruth had 516 
homers. Killebrew won’t be 
35 until June 29. 
But after age 35, Ruth set 
quite a pace, hitting 198 until 
he retired at 40. 
It’s one record Killebrew 
must think about, 
but 
he 
doesn’t admit it. 
When Killebrew left the 
clubhouse, you could see the 
back of his shirt and the No. 
3 on it. Ruth wore No. 3, too.

UCLA prof on modern music 
He hates it, yeah, yeah, yeah

“I’m on your side. Oh, when times get rough and 
friends just can’t be found, like a bridge over troubled 
water, I will lay me down . . 
This, of course, is a line from the best song of 1970 
(according to the National Academy of Radio Arts and 
Sciences Awards», “Bridge Over Troubled Water.” It is 
about a friend who will always be around to ease your 
mind when you’re down and out and on the street and 
need to cross some troubled water. 
It is a pretty sentiment, but it makes Dr. Edward C. 
Minis furious. Dr. Mims is a teacher of literature at 
UCLA in Los Angeles, an amateur singer of folk ballads 
and a severe critic of modern music. 
“As far as I have been able to discern,” he says, “peo­ 
ple are not buying—or writing—songs any more. They 
are writing—and buying—tunes. I’m quite confident that 
if the advertising jingle for the Pepsi Generation had 
been recorded by Simon and Garfunkel, it would have 
been a smash hit.” 
Dr. Mims’ attitude is not uncommon among literary 
scholars, especially now that the old mind-blowing, ear- 
splitting acid rock craze is fading away and being re­ 
placed by a collection of individual balladeers and rock 
composer-performers. Men like Kris Kristofferson, James 
Taylor, Steven Stills, Elton John and Van Morrison sing 
sad songs (tunes) of loneliness and lost love to Ameri­ 
can youth who apparently know what they’re talking 
about.

“It’s not the sentiment that I dislike so much,” said 
Dr. Mims, “as it is the utterly irresponsible expression. I 
am aware of the argument that lovelorn pop lyrics and 
literature are two entirely separate mediums, but most 
of the junk that's being produced today glistens in its 
feeble-mindedness.” 
The professor then recited a popular ballad, without 
musical backing, and remarked snidely: 
Isn t that lovely’' My little girl is only in the fourth 
grade, but she’s written better poetry than that.” 
Dr. Mims is not a new complaint, of course. Since 
man first attempted to put words to music—or music to 
words—serious men have scorned the content of most 
contemporary songs. 
I admit, 
he said, “that things are not so bad now as 
they were in the earlv days of rock ’n’ roll when every­ 
body seemed to be attempting to put bathroom gargling 
to music—but these new balladeers are more preten­ 
tious. 
“I read in Time last week that when James Taylor 
sings, ‘Fire and Rain, the lyric is really a mini-trilogy 
dealing with three bad times in his life. I like that. Mu­ 
sic should be personal. But I wonder whether someone 
hasn’t expressed the same emotions better—and hasn’t 
received attention simply because he wasn’t a drug freak 
or a singer.” 
Dr. Mims elaborated. 
“A fellow named Ono No Komachi in the 9th century 
for example, will never be as well known as James Tay­ 


lor, but he wrote about loneliness better than Mr. Taylor 
ever will: 
“ ‘So lonely am I my body is a floating weed, severed 
at the roots. Were there water to entice me, I would fol­ 
low it, I think.’ 
“My point,” he explained, “is that most popular songs 
are poorly written. Believe it or pot, this isn’t necessary. 
I think the Beatles’ song, Yesterday,’ would stand alone 
as a fine piece of poetry. 
“If there is one identifying characteristic indigenous 


to the youth of today, it is contempt for rhetoric. ‘Tell­ 
ing it like it is’ has become a hackneyed, painful epithet 
to all of us, hut it remains an accurate testimony to a 
new value—which 1 admire Young people today are 
brighter and better-educated than ever before. They de­ 
mand intelligence and relevance in the classroom. 
“I don’t think they should settle for less outside.” 
Dr. Mims admits that not many songwriters in Amer­ 
ica today seem capable of achieving poetry, but says that 
shouldn’t be a factor “There are miles of verse in my 
text book, 
he said, 
just begging to be set to modern 
music.”

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Canadian justice 


Last December 28, four men were arrested in a 
deserted farmhouse near Montreal and charged with the 
kidnap-murder of Quebec government official Pierre 
Laporte, who had been abducted by Quebec liberationists 
on October 10 and found strangled six days later. 
Within three months. Paul Rose, the first of the 
defendants to be brought to trial, was tried by jury, 
found guilty and sentenced to life imprisonment. The 
actual trial lasted seven weeks. 
In New Haven, during those same three months plus 
one, a superior court struggled, and finally succeeded 
the other day, in seating a jury of 12 and two alternates 
in the trial of Black Panther Bobby Seale. Along with a 
female codefendant, Seale is charged with aiding and 
abetting the kidnap-murder of fellow Panther Alex 
Racklev in May, 1969. 
No less than 1,550 prospective jurors were called over 
the 
four 
months 
and 
1,035 
actually 
questioned. 
Subtracting 14 from 1,035 leaves 1,021 persons who were 
excused by the court for various reasons or rejected bv 
defense and prosecution attorneys as too biased to

render a fair verdict. 
The selection of the jury took longer than any jury in 
Connecticut, if not U.S., history. The size of the venire 
(prospective jurors) may also be a national record. It 
remains to be seen what kind of record the trial itself 
sets. 
The huge venire was made necessary by the extensive 
pretrial publicity that surrounded the indictments. Yet 
that 
publicity 
was 
mute 
in 
comparison 
to 
the 
international uproar created by the murder of Laporte in 
the wake of which civil liberties were suspended 
throughout Canada and the Quebec Liberation party 
outlawed. 
Comparisons are odious, they say. Try another one. 
In January 1970, five men and two women were 
indicted for the murder of United Mine Workers official 
Joseph A. Yablonski. Jury selection has not even begun 
in these cases. 
It isn't black or white men who can’t get justice in the 
United States. It’s dead men.

There are also rumors that the 
movement has slowed in other areas 
as well One man from Los Angeles 
tells the story of large collections of 
broken glass that are now difficult 
to 
sell, 
of 
mountains 
of 
old 
newspapers that no one wants. 
When Mutt Beattie returned from 
Hawaii last week he brought word 
that it costs $7 a ton more to recycle 
newspapers than it does to import 
Canadian pulp. 
If the cost differential is correct, 
it 
indicates 
a 
clear 
need 
for 
someone, somewhere to subsidize 
the recyling effort to the extern of 
the difference. 
A businessman 
naturally has to look at the dollars 
and cents aspect of it. Government 
on the other hand could do the job 
Certainly it would be worth $7 a ton 
to the nation and to the unborn 
generation if the pressure could be 
taken off the lumbering industry. 
There are also other problems. 
Some months ago this columnist 


cautioned 
against 
the 
type 
of 
antipollution effort that would in 
time ring false. 
For example one 
pamphlet exhorted homeowners to 
avoid 
flushing their toilets and 
instead to use the outdoors. Many of 
the suggestions were of a more 
practical nature, but once again the 
problem became one of coping with 
creature habit that is hard to break. 
It could very well be that the 
valiant band of ecologists who will 
rally their forces Sunday will be 
able to rekindle the flames of 
concern. 
Basically 
what’s needed 
is a 
transfusion of practical suggestions 
for coping with the realities of the 
ecology effort. Those close to the 
movement may not see it this way, 
but that’s the way it looks from this 
corner. 


Last Saturday, Don Hinderliter 
and I brought a truckload of nitro 
humus from the sewer plant on 
Central 
Avenue 
to 
the

Marguerite Hall Iris Test Garden. 
Nitro humus is good for what ails 
most 
soils 
and 
its 
free. 
Unfortunately it has gone begging. 
One of the problems faced by 
those who have availed themselves 
of the sewer byproduct is how to get 
it into the ground where it can do 
some good. The nitro humus comes 
in chunks dry as bones. H. O. Reed 
of Pine Avenue has solved the 
problem with the use of an old reel 
type 
mowing machine to grind the 
nitro humus fine enough to apply 
directly to the soil. 
Homeowners can also do what I 
did a couple of years ago. I placed 
quantities of the dark chunks in 
large garbage cans, added water 
and allowed the mixture to sit until 
the water was absorbed. 
Then I 
crumbled the chunks in mv hands. 
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'Ever since his 'sensitivity training/ he's been 
overrelating!"

advantage of his new-found power to 
order Debrav executed, the general 
released him, and he headed 
where else9 — to Chile, where the 
revolutionary action is. 
The 
interview 
reflects 
the 
interviewer's desire to get into the 
act. Allende is quite willing to play. 
But the interview is 
more than merely a 
lovers' duet, it is an 
adumbration of how 
Allende proposes to 
a c c u m u la te 
the 
power necessary to 
impose ‘ Marxism” 
on 
his 
country. 
Listen 
Debray. If they (the Resistance) 
go outside the law, will you also go 
outside the law? If they hit out. will 
you hit back? 
Allende. If they deal us an illegal 
blow? We'll return it a hundredfold, 
you can be sure of that. 
In order to flavor that, imagine 
the following exchange 
Associated Press. 
If the Black 
Panthers go outside the law, will 
you also go outside the law? If they 
hit out, w ill you hit back? 
J. Edgar Hoover. If the Panthers 
deal us an illegal blow? We’ll return 
it a hundredfold, you can be sure of 
that. 
And then, 
Debray. 
The estate owners in 
Cautin 
are 
armed, 
and 
are 
provoking 
violent 
controntations 
with the workers on the land There 
is 
a 
serious 
amount 
of 
arms 
smuggling from abroad; dangerous 
plots are being organized. How do 
you intend to cope w ith sedition? 
Allende. 
To begin with, we are 
going to contain it with their own 
laws. 
Then 
we 
shall 
meet 
r e a c t i o n a r y 
v i o l e n c e 
with 
revolutionary violence, because we 
know that they are going to break 
the rules. 
For the time being, to 
stay within the bounds of legality, I 
shall say this: the situation in Chile 
is such that the Constitution can be 
changed within the Constitution, by 
means of plebiscites. 
Now 
t h a t , 
u n d e r 
t h e 
circumstances, 
is Reichstag-Fire 
talk pure and simple. It is a very old 
device, developed by Stalin in his 
government's lifestyle. 
Mao Tse- 
tung thrives on it. 
Consider the 
episode to which Debray alluded 
In Cautin province in the south, 
revolutionary 
bandits 
led 
by 
members of 
the 
MIR 
(a 
left- 
revolutionary sect which might be 
compared to our own SDS» have in 
recent weeks swashbuckled their 
way into farms large and small, 
ordering the owners out ol their own 
living rooms, distributing the land 
there and then to the “ peasants,” 
and sitting down and loving it all. 
There is not a trace of legality in 
what they have done, not a hint ol it. 
Allende s 
responsibility as chief 
executive is to enforce the law, but 
he is afraid of the MIRistas, whose 
support he desires for the upcoming 
municipal elections 
So . the story 
is propagated that the farmers are 
in revolt against the law, and are 
being put down by brave defenders 
of the law 
That is howf Allende has charted 
it. 
He still 
has a 
bourgeois’ 
attachment for the law, so that he is 
indisposed to flout it directly. 
Better to set tire to the Reichstag, 
and pretend that the resistance did 
it, which then becomes grounds for 
going out and hanging them; and, in 
Allende s words, hitting them back 
“ a hundredfold.’’ Granted, one can 
always override the Constitution by 


plebiscite. “ If we put forward a bill 
and Congress rejects it, we invoke 
the plebiscite. 
I’ll give you an 
example: 
we proposed that there 
should no longer be two houses in 
Congress, the proposal was rejected 
by Congress, we held a referendum 
and won. 
We now have a single 
house." 
Mr. 
Allende 
is 
in 
the great 
tradition of Stalin’s Vishinsky. who 
had never left the Soviet Union — 


except on the one occasion when he 
travelled to Lithuania during the 
thirties, went to sleep that night at 
the principal hotel, and — as he 
liked to put it, with a heavy wink — 
“ when 
I 
woke 
up, 
suddenly 
I 
discovered 
I 
was in Russia!” 
During the midnight hours he had 
organized the annexation of the 
Baltic states. 
When the Chileans 
wake up, suddenly they are going to 
discover that they're in Russia. 


M e a n d e r in g w ith Jackson 
There's a reason 


The other morning I was quite 
intrigued with a feature story the 
Los Angeles Times carried on the 
success of a small independent bank 
up in a small town of Troy, Idaho. 
Since I am 
a native of another 
Rocky 
Mountain state, 
Utah. 
I 
generally hesitate only a second or 
two before reading about any of the 
mountain states, including Idaho. 
But what piqued 
my 
interest more 
than anything was 
not 
actually 
the 
story itself, but a 
map 
which 
went 
along with it giving 
the location of Troy, 
a community with 
only a few hundred 
residents 
I'm sure very few people would have 
known 
where 
Troy 
is 
located 
without consulting a map, but after 
consulting the map included in the 
feature story, i'm not so sure that 
many people know even now that 
Troy is indeed in Idaho. 
For the 
map had the area just east of 
Washington and Oregon labeled as 
‘‘Utah. 
U n d o u b t e d l y 
t h e 
a r t i s t 
inadvertently made the mistake of 
changing the name of Idaho to Utah 
But, then, as I reflected back to a 
course in political science which I 
took 
during 
my 
days 
at 
the 
University of Utah, it occurred to 
me the artist may have seen an old 
map developed during the early 
days of the Mormon colonizing of 
the Utah-Idaho area. 
You see, at one time during the 
early history of that area, it was not 
intended that there would be a state 
called Idaho. 
One must first understand that 
most of the towns in southern Idaho 
and all of Utah owe their beginnings 
to Brigham Young, who sent small 
bands oi his followers from Salt 


Lake City to colonize the west One 
group of Mormons would settle in a 
designated area. 
Then a second 
group would set out. stay for a night 
or two with the first group, press on 
for a day s journey by ox-cart and 
establish another town. Then a third 
group would go through the same 
process, then a fourth, and so on. 
Brigham Young’s dream was to 
form a new state for the union, the 
state of Deseret, the boundaries of 
which would extend for hundreds 
and thousands of miles from the 
valleys of the Salmon and Snake 
Rivers on the north to the Colorado 
River 
valley 
and 
the 
Gulf 
of 
California on the south. The eastern 
boundary 
was 
contemplated 
as 
roughly the Green River basin, and 
the western boundary the easterly 
slopes of the Sierra Nevada. 
Of course, the dream never came 
to be realized as we all know, but 
because of the wav southern Idaho 
was colonized by the Mormons, the 
influence that emanated forth from 
Salt Lake City to be felt in Idaho was 
then, and is even today, of great 
consequence. 
When I was sitting in the political 
science 
class 
I 
mentioned, 
the 
professor, whose name I no longer 
remember, but who was a great 
student 
of 
the 
political 
and 
economic 
history 
of 
the Great 
Basin, stoutly maintained that there 
never was a logical reason for Idaho 
ever coming into existence as a 
state. 
For he said, it is perhaps the only 
state in our country that has two 
capital cities, neither of which are 
located within its boundaries. 
He
